FINAL. HARBOR BATTLE. 


Supreme Court of California Hears Powerful Plea for 
Right of Los Angeles to Control the San Pedro Tide- ~ 
lands, Upon Which Future of Port Depends — E 


AS the State of California sov- 
ereign power over the tidelands 
within her borders, and can she 
alienate such tide lands to private per- 
sons and corporations to the preclu- 
sion of the development of a great 
harbor? Or do the tidelands remain 
the property of the people, subject 
to the rights of navigation, and avaii- 
able for the greatest development for 
the benefit of the greatest number? 
This, in a nutsrell, is the question 
which was argued yesterday before 
the Supreme Court of California sit- 
ting in bank in the Bullard block 
chambers. It involves $10,000,000 
worth of tidelands in the vicinity of 
Wilmington, and upon its outcome de- 
pends the city’s control of the inner 
harbor and its development. 7 
The decision in the lower court sus- 
tained the citys claim to the 2000 or 
more acres in every particular. An 
appeal was taken by the defendants 
and respondents, numbering many 
claimants, and chief of whom are the 
Southern Pacific and the Banning 
Company, It is a rehearing upon some 
points of the appeal to which the court 
listened yesterday, and which will de- 
termine whether Los Angeles will 
control two-thirds of the frontage of 
the inner harbor or be limited to thir- 
ty-six acres and the few thousand 
feet of frontage which is uncontested. 
The patents bear different dates and 
there are varied points involvéd, but 
practically all are embraced under 
the proposition at large, le., that the 
city owns the tidelands or the 
Southern Pactfic and the Bannings 
own them. The case is an appeal 
from the decisoin of Judge Bordwell 
of the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county.

Now if any of our neighbors desire to 
buy a part of the surplus waters of the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct at a fair price, let them 
organize irrigation districts and build their 
own pipe lines and distributing systems. 
They must not ask the city of Los Angeles 
to do it for them. They must not expect 
the people of this city to mortgage their 
homes and properties to give autsiders 
water. 

If the residents of Pasadena want some 


bonds and build the connecting conduit. 

Do the people of the San Fernando Val- 
ley want some of the surplus water? Yes— 
and they have already offered to form an 
irrigation district and build their own wa- 
ter system. 

The city must dispose of the surplus wa- 
ter to buyers. in order to generate power 
from the flow; but it never will vote to 
pay for distributing lines for other com- 
munities. 

The people of Los Angeles have given 
William Mulholland a splendid vote of con- 
fidence. They saw clearly that his care- 
fully evolved plan for disposing of the sur- 
plus water is the correct one, viz., to put 
every drop of water that is sold on con- 
tiguous territory that is likely to be even 
ally a part of the city. 

While the politicians may plot to wrest 
his control of things, his credit and his 
honors from him, William Mulholland 
stands commissioned by the voters to solve 
their aqueduct problems. 


NTAGONIZING ALIENS. | 

Freak legislation and legislation dis- 
criminating between people of different na- 
tionalities did not originate with our solons 
now in session at Sacramento. In 1885 the 
Minnesota Legislature set the pace, with 
statutes providing for the weighing, han- 
dling and inspection of grain; and the pro- 
viding of cars and sidetracks by railroads. 
The North Star State was the pioneer in 
regulating rates of transportation. It en- 
acted laws, said Albert Shaw, to loan seed 
grain to farmers whose crops had been 
ruined by grasshoppers, and a law to enable 
farmers to evade the payment of a portion 
of their debts. It regulated the lumber 
business to such an extent that not a log 
could float down a stream to the saw mill 
for which it was destined without official 
cognizance. Doctors, dentists and drug pre- 
scription clerks were required to submit to 
examination before being accorded a U 
cense. Various enactments prescribed the 
toll to be exacted for grinding wheat; when 
one may slay his neighbor's dog with im- 
punity: how railway companies must main- 
tain their waiting-rooms at their stopping 
places for passengers. forbidding raffles at 
church fairs,and making it a crime to give 
a purchaser of goods a ticket in a prize dis- 
tribution. Among bills introduced and 
which found considerable support, but were 
not enacted, was one repealing all laws for 
the collection of debdts, another forbidding 
persons of different sexes to skate together,

may be justly criticised as “alike antago- 
nistic to civilization and the Christian pre- 
cept of national brotherhood and the inter- 
dependence of mankind.” 

Yet several European nations have held 
to the idea “that it is advantageous for the 
people of the separate nationalities to for- 
bid immigration and resideace with a view 
of participating in their industries and de- 
veloping their natural resources, to the peo- 
ple of other countries. 

“In initiating this retrogression in — 
comity of nations,” says David A. Wel 
Russia took the lead by adopting measures 
looking first to the expulsion of her Jewish 
subjects, then of all resident foreigners en- 
gaged in manufacturing or mining, and final- 
ly by forbidding any foreigner from becom- 
ing or continuing a landed proprietor with- 
in her empire. 

Germany followed by expelling great num- 
bers of Poles from her northeastern prov- 
inces, under the pretext that they were 
Catholics and Slavs or non-Lutherans, but 
in truth because the more civilized and 
more Christian(?) German laborers disliked 
their industrial competition. France in 1888 
ordered that all foreigners settling perma- 
nently in France must be registered and 
obtain permission to do so; the main and 
avowed object of the law being to restrict 
or prevent the further immigration and set- 
tlement of the Belgians and Italians, who 
are the only foreigners who participate: to 
any extent in the domestic trade and indus- 
try of the country. 

The United States forbade the immigra- 
tion and residence within her territory of 
the Chinese because they are Asiatics in- 
capable of assimilation and for many good 
and suficient reasous. If the law proposed 
at Sacramento were limited in its opera- 


| tions to Astatics—Chinese, Japanese and 


Hindoos—on the single ground that they 
are excluded by our laws from the privi- 
leges of naturalization, there would proba- 
bly be little objection to it. But to exclude 
from investment in lands or mines or oil 
wells Englishmen, and Germans, and 
Frenchmen who are non-residents, or who, 
being residents, do not wish to abfure their 
allegiance to their native land, is to hark 
back to the antagonism of nationalities 
which dominated the legislation of Europe 
two hundred years ago. 


ENACING SITUATION IN EUROPE. 

There are more than 500,000 men in 
arms between the Adriatic, the Aegean and 
the Black Sea. There are more than 250,- 
000 Turkish prisoners of war in Bulgaria, 
Servia and Greece. The fields are being 
tilled by women whose husbands, fathers 
and brothers are in the army. It is costing 
$20,000,000 per month to keep these men 
withdrawn from productive industry. The 
people of the Balkan states want peace. 
Turkey is whipped to a finish. She went to 
war in order to retain her power in Europe. 
She invoked the arbitrament of battle and 
she lost. She was ready to make peace two 
months ago and would have made it but for 
the meddlesome and unwarranted interfer- 
ence of “the powers.” Their condyct caused 
more fighting, more loss of life, more im- 
poverishment and more defeats of Turkey. 
Janina and Adrianople have fallen. Samos 
is occupied by the Greek forces. Scutari is 
suffering. 

The Turks invoked the intervention of 
the powers. Then they refused the terms 
which the Balkan states were willing to 
accord them at the instance of the powers 
and which the powers urged them to accept. 
After renewing the contest with a result of 
more bloodshed and more defeats they now 
avow their readiness to accept the terms 
they had previously refused. | 

But the allied Balkans will not now grant 
those terms. Now they insist not only on 
retaining Adrianople and the territory east 
of it, but they demand a war indemnity. 


Indemnity has been demanded by the vie- 


tors and conceded by the vanquished in all 


modern wars. But the powers will not only | 


not suffer the allied Balkans to secure in- 
demnity. they have the assurance to de- 
mand—probably at the instanee of London, 


Paris, Berlin and Vienna bankers—that the 


allies. The sympathies of Russia are 
Montenegro, Servia and Bulgaria, and 
would be not unwilling to see th 
Greece, push their victories to the Sea 
Marmora and capture and hold Constanti- 
nople. 

Probably the secret reason for the atti- 
tude of the powers is a realization of the 
fact that, with twenty years of peace, the 
allied Balkan powers will be consolidated 
under one government and become a first- 
class power in continental Europe. 

The world, outside of Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, will not regret the expulsion 
of Turkey from Europe and will regard with 
complacency the building up of a new great 
nation in Eastern Europe. 


If anybody has harbored the de- 
lusion that the honest, intelligent vot-

No more radical suggestion has cver 
come from the lips of a responsible min- 
ister than the hint dropped by VicePrest- 
dent Marshall that, unless a more even 
distribution of the nation’s wealth could 
be brought about, it was constitutionally 
possible to deprive a citizen of the right 
to will away his own property. Ot course 


the death duties or the inheritance tax 


could be raised to such an extent as to prac- 
tically confiscate the property left behind 
by dead men, just as chancery expenses in 
England once devoured entire estates. 

Though the spirit of the Constitution 
would certainly be violated by practically 
depriving a man’s family of the accumula- 
tion of his life’s work, often undertaken 
more for his family’s benefit than for his 
own, still the strict letter could be pre- 
served. So, too, the city of Los Angeles 
could tax itself out of existence, should 1 
so desire to do. It is hard'y likely that 
citizens of Los Angeles will agree to 
taxed out of their property while alive, 
that the whole American people will con- 
sent to be taxed out uf their children’s por- 
tion when they themselves are dead. 

That excessive fortunes have been made 
by shrewd and capable individuals is very 
true; so from increasing the capability of 
the less fortunate a more even distribution 
of wealth must result. A country is better 
off wherein wealth is more evenly distrib- 
uted, because it proves that intelligence is 
also more evenly distributed. ae 

But forcible interference with property 
rights has never yet produced any benefit 
to anyone, whether they belong to the less 
or the more fortunate. Providing for the 
family after death is the last sacred act 
of paternal and maternal love. There are 
wrongs to be righted—no doubt; those who 
have the will to right should also have the 
right to will.

DETECTIVES DOFF DISGUISE. 


REDLANDS, April 15. — C. A. 
Scroges and R. L. Sinkey, from the 
Fish and Game Commissioner's office 
and who have been working incognito 
in this district for the past fifteen 
days investigating the fish and game 
conditions in the fish preserves sur- 
rounding Redlands, today announced 
their identity and also stated that 
they will soon be ready to submit a 
report to headquarters at Sacramento. 
Not only did they make this an- 
nouncement, but they added they had 
conclusive evidence that the fish laws 
had been grossly violated and that 
conditions were very bad indeed. 

The deputies were sent to Redlands 
by Frank Newberry, president of the 
Fish and Game Commission, after 
many protests from the sportsmen 
from all parts of the county. They 
were selected for the reason that all 
of the deputies working in this sec- 
tion are known by the “fish hogs” and 
to capture a violator was next to im- 
possible. 

Since their arrival Messrs. Scroggs 
and Sinkey have been busy and, they 
claim, their report will show that not 
only have fish been clubbed and 
forked out, but that the limit catch 
has been exceeded in many instances. 
The deputies, after a hard trip 
through two feet of snow over the 
mountains to Bear Valley Lake, suc- 
ceeded in detecting a man who vio- 
lated the laws in getting more fish 
than is allowed. After watching him 
for two days they returned to this 
city, and, securing an automobile, 
went to Victorville and seized his 
catch. The fish were found in a tool 
chest and a suit case, the total amount 
for the two days’ catch being 149 
pounds. It is said the fish were 
caught and checked by Gus Knight, 
residing at San Bernardino. 

An attorney for the Fish and Game 
Commission of the State is expected 
in Redlands tomorrow and, with the 
evidence at hand, the deputies be- 
lieve that a conviction is certain. 

For the past year or more the 
sportsmen both of this county and, 
in fact, all Southern California, and 
particularily Los Angeles sportsmen, 
have bemoaned the conditons that 
have existed in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, in so far as fish and game 
protection is concefned.

Mary Louise Call, Mr. Calli’s step- 
daughter, and her mother, Mrs. Lucy 
T. Call, share alike in the estate, 
which is bequeathed to them exclu- 
sively. Certain provisions are made 
with reference to the passing of the 
estate. The following are among the 
interesting provisions of the will:
